on Free Education attitude

The 55,000-strong Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec (UGEQ) yesterday blasted the 
Bladen Commission Report, condemned its main recommendations and told businessmen to get 
their hands off higher education in Canada. 


Pointing out that UGEQ has 
never recognized the commission 
set up by the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Universities and Colleges, 
the students’ union emphasised 
that “education is exclusively a 
provincial responsibility” and ac- 
cuses Prime Minister Pearson of 
“talking of the Commission as if 
he considered it a royal commis- 
sion.” And it described the Re- 
port’s general recommendations 
as “incomplete and unrealistic.” 


On its particular recommenda- 
tions, UGEQ points to the $475 
million recently spent by the 
federal Government on “subma- 
rines, planes and arms that will 
never be used”, an expenditure 
that is still “only a minimal part” 
of the Defence budget and com- 
pares it with the Report's call 
for $330 million expenditure on 
universities, 


UGEQ's heaviest criticism falls 
on the Bladen Commission’s atti- 
tude towards free education. “It 
is clear in the minds of Quebec 
students that in raising federal 
ald by an amount which, although 
secmingly impressive, is in fact 
ridiculous, and in opposing free 
education, the Commission is try- 
ing to maintain an educational 
system In which only the privi- 
leged have access to higher ed- 
ucation,” 

It continues : “To: wish to main- 
tain an educational system based 
on social and economic discrimi- 
nation is to deny the right of all 
to an education according to abil- 
ity, it is to reject the democrat- 
ization of education of which the 
first step is free education and 
it is to show a complete absence 
of any sense of’social justice...

“Ed- 
ucation is conceived of in terms 
of what the individual has re- 
ceived rather than in terms of 
what he should return to society. 

“It is this individualistic, ca- 
pitalistic attitude, which together 
with the commissioners’ refusal 
to recommend that society should 
take in hand that for which it 
pays and its further refusal to 
allow that society accessibility to 
education, which shows that the 
commissioners wish to leave the 
question of education in the 
hands of private enterprise, that 
is to say in disorder, in atrophy 
and in stagnation.” 


Wardens improve 
phone situation in 
men’s residences 


Boys in McConnell, Molson 
and Gardner Halls will be gua- 
ranteed a peaceful study year 
as a result of steps taken by 
the Wardens’ Committee to rec- 
tify the phone set-up in the 
residences. 


The phones will not be moved 
to the basements of the halls as 
previously announced by the 
Committee but will be installed 
by the enclosed stairwells at the 
ends of the buildings. The cost 
will be in the neighbourhood of 
4% thousand dollars. 


At present, there is one pay- 
phone on each floor: located in 
the hallway corridors. Complaints 
have been received from resi- 
dents whose rooms are located 
beside the booths. 


The decision to move the 
phones downstairs was recon- 
sidered by the Wardens in view 
of the inconvenience to those on 
the upper. floors:

The basic philosophy of the Bladen. 
Commissioners arises from the concept of 
an individual abstracted from society. 
While it recognizes the benefits to the 
tndividual of a university education, it

As the Economic Council's first report put 
it: “The supply of highly skilled and pro- 
fessional manpower will undoubtedly be a 
critical factor in the achievement of our 
economic goals in the years ahead,” 
Economists are gradually realizing that 
there is a high rate of return from invest- 
ment in human resources. The rate of our 
economic progress is endangered by our 
inadequate supply of trained manpower. 
Rapid economic growth requires, as well as 
capital, natural and human resources. Of 
these three requirements, skilled manpower 
is. in dangerously short supply. Concern 
over this national deficiency was seen in 


Immigration Minister Nicholson's recent 
campaign in Europe fo. attract skilled 
workers and professionals to this country. 


‘It has been estimated that Canada could 


easily absorb 200,000 skilled workers 
annually, Successive governments have 
been indifferent to the need for this kind 
of investment; and this indifference has 
contributed to our present plight. At the 


‘present rate, we may find ourselves in the 


position of being a beggar on a pot of 
gold. 
In practical terms, then, Canada must 


begin to invest in the technical ability of. 


its citizens. A first step would be to establish 
a Ministry of Science and Technology, 
responsible for government initiative in 
developing human resources. This new 
ministry should promote research and 
development inside . Canada. It should 
establish technical schools across the coun- 
iry. And it should pay particular attention 
to the rational use of Canada’s labour 
power.
